HARRISON DRUG ACT IGNORED

Doctors and Others Who Handle Nar-
cotice Fail to Register.

Uinless 3000 or more physicians, drug-
iglats, wvetorinurinns and other venders
of nircoticn and oplates register with tha
internal Revenus Daepartment for the
First Pennsylvania Disirict before next
Wednesday, as required under the Har-
rison “'dope’ act which went Inte effect
March 1, not only will they be llable to
extra penilty of 60 per cent- of thelr tax
and 1 postible fine of $1000, but many will
technically he guilty of another mis-
demeanor under the law.

Internal Revenus Callector Lederer this
morning issued noticea to about half af
the 7000 vendera and handlers of vertaln
drugs to this effect, He siated, moreover,
that fallure to recelve these warnings
would exeuss no one under the law.

When the law went into effect. for suke
of simplifying the depariment’s accounts,
denlers in these drufs were permitted lo
pay &4 cents tax for the monthe  of
March, April, May and June of this finenl
year, which ends Juno 0. It s thought
that many have the lmpresalon that this
payment wad for the next government
fiscal year, which begins on July 1, 1815,
MMisapprabension on this point, howevar,
will not axcuse dellnuants from prosecu-
tlon, mocording to Mr. Lederer.
